Marble may be stained different colors by 
the use of the following substances : blue, 
solution of litmus ; green, wax colored with 
verdigris ; yellow, tincture of gamboge pr tur- 
meric ; red, tincture of alkanet or dragon's 
blood ; crimson, alkanet in turpentine ;'<jb'rown, 
tincture of logwood ; gold, equal parts of verdi- 
gris, sal ammoniac, and zinc sulphate in fine 
powder. The marble should not be quite 
polished, but made perfectly smooth and ready 
to receive the highest finish before the stain is 
applied. The longer the stain is left in contact 
the better the result.
